As an answer to the suggestion 
appearing in the sport columns of 
the Post-Dispatch sometime ago.

R. L. Probst is chairman of the 
committee in charge of the race, 
and is being assisted by a number 
of swimming enthusiasts, former 
athletes, practically all the swim- 
ming pools and rowing clubs. Tro- 
Phies have been donated for both 
time and place prizes. The promo- 
ters will be thankful if motor craft 
owners in the local harbor will 
lend the use of their boats for the 
day. They should communicate 
with R. L. Probst, 3301 Washing- 
ton avenue at once. It is likewise 
hoped to obtain the assistance of 
the Naval Reserve unit. 

Entry blanks can be had at all 
swimming pools, athletic goods 
stores, rowing clubs, Meramec Riv- 
er Beaches and from Probst. 

The swini is really a less difficult 
one than the three miles in the 
Meramec, as the time in the Mis- 


sissippi swims of years ago will 
prove, in comparison to the 
times in the Meramec swims. The 


committee feels that a swim of 
this kind will stimulate interest 
in swimming, far beyond the actual 
competitors, and will serve to illus- 
trate the safety of swimming for 
properly prepared swimmers who 
observe the ordinary rules of cau- 
tton.

Super-Power Broadcasting

RADIO IN FRANCE. 


Radio broadcasting and reception 
in France, compared with the 
United States, and other countries, 
is undeveloped on a commercial 
scale, Consul C. D. Westcott, at 


Paris advises the Department of 
Commerce. This fact restricts | 
‘present the sales of American. 
radio sets and accessories although | 
the future market should .be con- | 
sidered. | 

There are in France only four | 
long-range broadcasting stations, | 
‘all located in Paris, Two are op-| 
erated by the Government, one by 
a private company dealing in radio 
equipment and one by an enter- 
prising newspaper. This variety, | 
'selection and technical rendition of | 
programmes broadcasted by them 
are of a high order. Operating | 
expenses ofsthe private company | 
are defrayed in part by competing | 
French radio manufacturers and 
dealers. Recently regional stat- 
tions, of limited range, have begun 
operating at Lyon, Toulouse and 
Agen. But it is generally conceded 
by the trade that the commercial 
developement of radio in France 
will require the regular operation 
of from 15 to 20 stations for long- 
range broadcasting, located in 
every section of the country so as 
to assure good reception at all 
hours.

The thongs and 
gag, together with the fact that a large sum 
of money which Kels was known to have 
carried was missing, appeared to make it clear 
that he had been robbed and murdered. His 
wife accepted, this version and friends attend- 
ed the funeral, mourning Kels for dead. 

But then the elaborate planning Kels had 
done began to trap him. Bankers recalled 
his furtive deals to pull out of this investment 
and that. The $100,000 insurance was point- 
ed to as a significant-item. Police looked 
more closely at the charred remains before 
they were to be interred. 

The restaurant keeper recalled that he had 
served Kels sardines a short time before his

He, like Schwartz and Brenn 
and others who have attempted insurance 
swindles, did not take into account the au- 
topsy examination of the body he left for his 
own, which was certain to follow. A moment 
of reflection during his elaborate scheming 
might have warned him of the revelations the 
surgeon's scalpel would make.

After Three Years 


However, thus far Kels’ crime was only a 
partial failure. His “widow’’ would not re- 
ceive the insurance, but he had escaped with 
the bulk of his assets and was successfully 
beyond capture. It was an almost perfect 
crime. Then came the last and fatal blun- 
der. Kels returned to the scene of his crime, 
impelled by that strange curiosity which 
draws murderers back. He was recognized 
in a town near Lodi and captured. He paid 
for his blunders on the gallows. 

A crime which was “perfect” for three 
years and then failed because of a blunder 
came to light in 1923 when Edward J. Sail-

stad, phonograph manufacturer, of Eau 
Claire, Wis., and Dorothy Anderson, his 
“Sunshine girl,”” were arrested in California. 

Three years before Sailstad had determined 
to “die.” He was tired of his wife and two 
children and was enamored of the Anderson 
woman. He had $80,000 insurance on his 
life. This suggested to him a way of leay- 
ing his wife and children provided for while 
he took up another existence. 

A friend of Sailstad’s died at a summer 
resort near Edu Claire. Sailstad exhumed 
the body secretly and carried it to his sum- 
mer cottage. Then he and the Anderson girl 
burned the cottage, after placing Sailstad’s 
watch and jewelry with the body. The fire 
left only a few bones for the insurance in- 
spectors to examine. Sailstad and his loved 
one had disappeared. 

Although the insurance companies ques- 
tioned the genuineness of the ‘accidental 
death,” Mrs. Sailstad sued on the policies and 
received about $10,000. She married again, 
convinced of her husband’s demise, and the 
second husband adopted Sailstad’s children.

A more nearly perfect crime than theirs, 
which trapped the perpetrators 10 years aft- 
erwards, came to light at Rome, Ga., last No- 
vember. William H. Bennett and wife of 
that city were arrested and charged with the 
murder of Bennett’s aunt, Miss Augusta Hoff- 
man, in 1915, at Chattanooga, Tenn. For 10 
years the Bennetts had concealed their crime 
and had moved in respectable circles. Ben- 
nett, at the time of his arrest, was a trusted 
official of the Southern Railroad. 

The blunder they made was in not ut- 
terly destroying Miss Hoffman’s body. In- 
stead, they buried it under the floor of the 
basement inthe house they were occuping at 
the time in Chattanooga. Last year, work-

There is a moment of sflence. Then: 

“It can be accomplished,” replies the control. 

Now the body of the medium, which has been ly- 
ing motionless in his chair, somewhat sprawled out 
and breathing hard, begins to stir. The limbs jerk 
slightly, the feet scrape across the floor, muffled 
groans are heard. It is the struggle which precedes 
a materialization. 

Amid a silence broken only by the distraught body 
of the medium, the watchers see a faintly luminous

before they switch on the lights. They must takes 
30 chances of injuring the medium by using light 
before he is untranced—the usual rule at seances. 

And what do they see, as the light comes on? Two 
neatly formed gloves of paraffin wax. One of the 
gioves has the thumb crossed over the palm. The 
hand on which it was formed could not have been 
withdrawn without fracturing the glove, save by 
dematerialization. Sir Arthur Conan Doyle says so, 
anyway, and he has his followers. In the course of 
five seances, nine of these wax gloves made their ap- 
pearance. The average time taken to produce a 
glove was 20 minutes. 


HE names -of those who vouch for the ghostly 

origin of the wax gloves carry considerable 
authority. But Sir Arthur Keith, a big man in the 
world of science, told the newspapers what he 
thought of the whole affair. In effect, he took those 
smooth, white gloves of paraffin and slapped 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle In the face with them, at 
least in so far as Doyle represented the spiritualists. 
After Sir Arthur Keith had seen two of the gloves 
he said: 

“An examination convinced me that both had ma- 
terialized upon a living fleshy hand, which possessed 
al] the attributes of modern humanity. Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle very courteously sent me the ‘Revue 
Metapsychique,’ in which a full account is given of 
the seances at which these gloves put in their first 
appearance. So much did I benefit from the account 
published that L who am only a clumsy manipulator, 
was able, with less than half an hour’s practice, to 
produce gloves which were ‘psychic’ in every respect, 
except in their manner of origin. 

“I made the same preparations as were provided 
for the ‘medium’ at these seances. Three pounds 
of paraffin wax, of a kind which melts a few degrees 
above blood heat (quantities of this material are 
used in anatomical and physiological laboratories), 
was poured into a vessel. 

“This vessel had been half-filled with water heat- 
ed to as high a point as the human hand could tol- 
erate in comfort. The molten wax floats on the water 
and remains liquid. When the hand is dipped into 
the vessel it passes through the wax into the water, 
and when brought out it is coated with a thin glove 
of wax; by re-dipping several times the glove can 
be brought to any degree of stoutness. 

“The glove is not difficult to dislodge from the 
hand; the manipulator waits until the paraffin glove 
is almost set, when a sharp swing or two of the arm 
brings it off intact. At the seances in Paris the 
paraffin vessel was always placed within easy reach 
of the medium. The experiments were conducted is 
sem i-darkness. 

‘“‘When a glove arrived and lights were turned up, 
the medium’s sleeves and trousers were invariably 
found to be spotted with blobs of congealed paraffin; 
the floor and table, between the medium and the par- 
affin vessel, were bespattered with the same sub 
stance. Im the opinion of those who participated in 
the seance, the ‘spirit’ had spilt this trail of paraf- 
fin blobs in the act of materialization. AH present 
heard a distinct ‘plomp’ im the vessel before the 
gloves materialized.

U NSHAKEN in his belief, Doyle re 
plied vigorously to the criticisms of 
the eminent scientist. While deeply in 
terested in alleged communications from 
the beyond, such as oral messages deliv- 
ered through the lips of a medium, spirit 
writings and similar efforts to “pierce the 
vell,” Doyle has been especially enthus 
fastic over the belief that at times the 
spirits assume a material form. 

Merely to see or hear them in a dark- 
ened room was not enough to convince 
the skeptical, he felt. But spirits suffi- 
ciently materialized to do something. toe 
leave behind them specimens of their 
handiwork, should be a triumph for spir- 
itualism. Thus the wax gloves found in 
him a sturdy champion.

EEN eyes and ruthless 
hands had searched every 
room in the Prince’s pal- 
ace. The Prince, when he 
fled, had contrived to 
take with him treasures 
of art and jewels worth a 
royal ransom, but those 
into whose hands the pal- 
ace had fallen, knowing 
the enormous wealth of 
that house for centuries, 
were sure there must be 
much more. All search was in vain, however, until 
some restless eye observed a slight unevenness in the 
surface of one of the beautiful tapestries on the wall. 
Touch confirmed the impression; the tapestry at that 
point covered something rough. 

The rich fabric was torn away. A patch of crude, 
hastily thrown-up brick work! Workmen, with tools, 
quickly! 

Down come the bricks—revealing a steel safe. 

More workmen, with different tools! 

The safe is open. And there, in gorgepus heaps, 
lie diamonds, sapphires, rubies, emeralds, pearls, 
articles of gold and platinum, of exquisite workman- 
ship and studded with jewels. 

This is not a page from the voyages of Sindbad the 
Sailor, invented to amuse an Oriental potentate cen- 
turies ago; it is something that happened last month 
and was duly reported in the newspapers thé next 
day, along with politics, murders, marriages, auto- 
mobile accidents and other cur- 
rent events. 

Human nature still thrills to 
stories of treasure, even as it did 
in the days of Scheherazade; and 
so the brief story of the discov- 
ery by agents of.the Government 
of a mass of jewels and objects 
of art hidden in the wall of the 
Youssoupoff Palace in Moscow 
held first-page prominence even 
in America for a day. 

There was, in fact, reason for 
particular interest in this story, 
since it was only just last spring 
that America saw this same 
Prince Youssoupoff and the jew- 
els which he managed to slip out 
over the Crimean border. 

This country is the world’s 
great market for gems now. It 
is the only country rich enough 
to buy them. In a recent sur- 
vey of the world’s store of gems, 

Dr. George F. Kunz, scientist 
and gem expert, says that the 
United States consumes 50 per 
cent more diamonds and pre- 
cious stones than all the rest of 
the world. During the year 1923 the American pub- 
lic bought jewelry to the value of $450,002,751. How 
much of this was paid for jewels fresh from the 
mine and how much for those that have had a hu- 
man history, it would be hard to estimate, but since 
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the beginning of the present century events have 
brought about’such a movement of old treasure as 
has hardly taken place since the Middle Ages, and 
much of it has moved to America. 


NE of the strangest agents in this movement 

was the Messina earthquake. When, in 1908, 
Messina’s waterfront and residence quarter were 
laid. in ruins, burying thousands, both dead and 
alivé, the old walls, roofs and floors revealed, in col- 
lapsing, hoards which amazed even those who knew 
the city. Banks had never been popular in Sicily. 
When a man acquired wealth he liked to put it into 
gems or bullion and hide it in his cellar or brick it 
up in the walls of his house. This had gone on for 
centuries. Sometimes the family died out and the 
secret of the hoard was lost. 

The earthquake laid bare many Of these ancient 
accumulations, and made known that. many more 
must remain in the ruins. For a time, adventurers 
and criminals from all over the world, on pretense 
of having lost relatives in the cataclysm, dug un- 
supervised and made no report of what they found; 
then the authorities took charge and _ restricted 
search to their own agents. 

How much had been found and dispersed over the 
world before then, no one knows; but in the 
five years following, $137,000,000 was recovered 
from the wreckage, in sacks of ancient coins. Ori-

TNQUESTIONABLY, Russian jewels, whether 

crown jewels or not, found their way to America 
in constantly increasing quantities. In 1922 Charlies 
A. Keene, New York diamond dealer, declared that 
the Russian revolution, followed by the defeat of 
the Central Powers, had for a time come near break- 
ing the diamond market. Mr. Keene himself bought, 
in 19286, at public auction in United States Marshal 
McCarthy’s office in the Federal building, New York, 
more than $30,000 worth of gems al! eged to have 
been stolen when a Petrograd mob stormed the Win- 
ter Palace of the Czar, then smuggled into America. 

Jewels and art treasures said to have belonged 
to the Romanoffs found their way to London auction 
rooms so regularly that they excited no curiosity and 
brought no more than normal prices The Grand 
Duke Boris sold 4,000,000 francs’ worth of diamonds 
and emeralds in Paris, and it was reported that 
Prince Youssoupoff about the same time pawned to 
Hugo Stinnes in Berlin a quantity of what were said 
to be Romanoff family jewels for about 60 per cent 
of their value. 

Prince Youssoupoff was undoubtedly the most dra- 
matic figure brought to America by the need to sell 
Russian treasures. He fled from Russia in 1919,

Smaller bequests included $100 to Andrew Mur- 
ray, $500 each to Florence and Lillian Murray, sis- 
ters of Andrew, and $500 to William T. Murray, all 
of Key West. The brothers and sisters mentioned 
are Charlies B. Wood of Chicago, Webster, Julia and 
Alice Wood aed Mrs. Harriet Mastin, whose ad- 
dresses are not known. The Miami Banking and 
Trust Co. and H. H. Lamb of Brookfield, Mo., were 
named as administrators of the estate. 


The exact amount of the residue, which, inciden- 
tally includes the squalid houseboat, is not definite- 
ly known. It is believed, however, to comprise at 
least 2000 acres of real estate on the Keys worth 
not leas than $500 an acre at present land prices. 
It is thought also that $60,000 worth of land spe- 
cifically mentioned in the will may have increased 
considerably in value since the document was 
drawn. If so, the smalier beneficiaries will profit 
accordingly.

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CIENCE Advances a New 
Of the WOR 
CREA TI 
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COL. JAMES CHURCHWARD, formerly of the 
British Colonial Army, whose researches in the 
Orient led to the discoveries related here.

HE Garden of Eden was 
not in Asia but on a now 
sunken continent in the 
Pacific Ocean. The origi- 
nal Biblical story of crea 
tion—the epic of the sev- 
en days and seven nights 
—comes originally not 
from the peoples of the 
Nile or the Euphrates 
Valley but from this now 
submerged country, Mu— 
the motherland of man. 

These assertions can be proven by the complex 
records which I discovered on long-forgotten sacred 
tablets in India. They told of this strange country of 
64,000,000 inhabitants, who, 5000 years ago, had 
developed a civilization superior in many respects to 
our own.

HE Sevgn-Headed Serpent is almost universal. 
We find it in all ancient writings and it always 
symbolizes the Creator and creation. 

Whenever or wherever we see it, we know it says: 
“I am the symbol of the Deity, the Creator. Looking 
at me compels you to think of Him. I am the ve- 
hiele which carries your thoughts to God.” 

There is a splendid example of the use of the 
Seven-Headed Serpent in a ruined temple at Angkor 
Thom, among the tropical jungles of Cambodia, near 
Birmah. This temple may be classed among the 
wonders of the world, and in it the Seven-Headed 
Serpent appears in many places. The principal one 
is the approach to the temple. On either side of this 
approach are carved Seven-Headed Serpents. 

On these walls there is an inscription: “This tem- 
ple is dedicated to the Creator—the Seven-Headed 
Serpent, the Creator of all the worlds.” And one 
great distinguishing mark on the serpents is the sym- 
bol of the motherland, the land of Mu, delicately 
carved both on the front of the neck and on the back 
of the head! 

After the creation of the earth, as we have learned 
from the tablets, came the creation of man. He is 
represented as a deer, to symbolize his power of pro- 
gressing by leaps. Man, says this old story, came on 
earth perfectly developed. He did not have to go 
through the various developments of evolution which 
nature forced om other forms of life—he wales spe- 
cial creation. 

Such is the origin of the story of the creation. We 
do not know all the details. -~But there were many 
other tablets as full of information as the ones I 
saw. They have either been lost forever—or are 
merely hidden, awaiting the day of discovery.

Russian Jewels Stream Into America

onee had net lived up to its reputa- 
tion fer buying jewels. Mean- 
while, in 1822, the Seviet Government, 
prepartory. was sajd, to selling or 
pledging the Russian crown jewels for a 
loan, had admitted Samvel Spewack, 
correspondent fer the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World, and Walter Du- 
ranty, correspondent for the New York 
\Times, to inspect them—the first time 
loutsiders had ever been allowed to see 
‘'th® treasure. “This,” said the Soviet 
officials, “ought to prove to the public 
that the jewels are here and intact.” 

Spewack wrote: “From an enormous 
steel box workmen in aprons lifted a 
blinding shower of diamonds and rubies 
fashioned into the headgear-oef the highb- 
est of the Romanoffs. A ruby. as large 
as a woman’s fist quivered like jelly in 
the supshine on the top of the crown, 
apd above it sparkled the diamond- 
studded cross.” 

The Soviet agents jestingly placed the 
crown on the heads of the newspaper 
men, saying: “Feel bow heavy it ts.” 
It weighs between four and five pounds. 
In addition to the great ruby it contains 
50 diamonds of 30 carats each, 21 of 
45 carats each and a crust of smaller 
diamonds, with a sprinkling of rose dia- 
monds.
